Many Bodies Mangled and Torn Beyond 
All Efforts at Recognition. 
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SCENE OF TERROR NEVER BEFORE WIT- 
NESSED IN A THEATER. 


Whole Audience Rushed Madly for the 
Exite, Shrieking With Fear and Crying 
Out With Pain—The Building Com- 
pletely Darkened for a Time With 
k moke and Dust~—A Terrible Fight for 
Life and Many Trampled and Crushed 
—Crime. 


Baroetowa, Nov. 8.—A dynamite bomb 
thrown by alleged Anarchists into the midst 
of a crowded theater is the latest outrage 
and disaster to be recorded in Spain? 
The Liteo Theater, on the Rambla de Oapu- 
chines, the Italian Opera-house, a mag- 
nifieent building, -which is sometimes 
classed as the largest theater in 
Europe, was filled last night with a large 
and distinguished audience and it is esti- 
mated to have numbered close on to 4,000 
people. The opera, ‘William Tell, was 
being performed for the first time aftera 
long interval. 

While the performance was proceeding 
andthe enjoyment was at its height, two 
dynamite bombs were suddenly hurled from 
the topmost gallery Into the midst of the 
stalls on the floor of the house. One of the 
bombs exploded with a terrible report 
which shook the theater to its founda- 
tions and which scattered death 
wounds and destruction upon all sides. The 
second bomb. happily, did not explode, hav- 
ing fallen in the lap of a lady, from whence 
it rolled harmlessly to the floor. The ex- 
plosion of the bomb caused a scene of terror 
and confusion rarely witnessed in a theater. 
The whole audience rose to its feet with hor- 
ror and dismay, hardly knowing what hap- 

I pened, the batiding ringing with shrieks of 
Year, crit of pain and exciamations ot ven- 
- geance. 

For a moment the Liceo was filled with 
smoke and dust, falling glass and plaster, 
which caused 4 horrible rattling din, which 

added tothe horrors of the situation and 
which increased the feeling of terror and 
wild panic which animated the vast audience. 

The terrified crowd, fearing that at any 
moment another bomb might be thrown into 
their midst, completely lost all sense of 
control, allregard for women and children 
seemed to vanish in those moments of fear- 
ful ‘‘sauve qui pout, and there was a fierce 
and hurried rush for the doors, men and 
women fiercely fighting with each other as 
‘they crashed one another under foot in the 
effort to escape from the dynamite-shaken 
theater, leaving the wounded and dying be- 
hind them, tended only by a few of the 
braver beads who remained faithful to their 
dear ones. In this mad rush many old peo.- 
ple and children were severely injured 
through being trampled under foot, while 
others were severely bruised and crushed by 
the outpouring crowd.

Throughout the night the theater was 
surrounded by a dense crowd of people, who 
packed the Rambla de Capuchines to the ut- 
most, and who were With difficulty kept 
back by a strong body of police. It seemed 
from the appearance of thé streets tliat the 
whole of the population of Barcelona was 
out of doors, and many were the expres- 
sions of ditter indignation from all sides 
against the Anarchists. — 

But, while the people are incensed and 
madly indignant atthe dynamite bomb out- 
rage following so closely upon the attempt 
made by Pallas to take the life of Gen. Mar- 
tines Campos, there is a universal feeling 
of consternation at the helplessness of the 
Government in this emergency. 

All the houses inhabited by suspects have 
been searched ana several arrests have been 
made. Among the first arrested were those 
of an Italian, named saldant, and a French- 
man, named Aragon. ° 

It is presumed that the actual bomb- 
thrower escaped and that the police are 
simply rounding up the Anarchists’ haunts 
with the hope of finding some clew to the 
actual perpetrator of the crime. 

Gen. Campos, as soon as he was informed 
of the outrage, immediately wired to 
Madrid, and Government messages monop- 
Olized the wires for the remainder of the 
night. There is still much uncertainty as to 
the number of injured, : 

Among the dead is an American named 
Figueras. His wife was badly wounded, but 
is now progressing favorably. Mrs. Figueras 
has not yet been informed of her husband’s 
death, as her condition does not warrant the 
sad news being communicated to her. 

The unexploded bomb was found under a 
seat, and is identical with those used by Pal- 
las, the Anarchist.

Democrats Defeated in New York, 
Massachusetts, Ohio and Iowa, 


M’KINLEY RE-ELECTED GOVERNOR BY A 
PLURALITY OF 67,000, 


Boies Went Down Before Jackson in Iowa 
and Greehaige Wins Over Russell in 
Massachusetts—Judgs Maynard Badly 
Beaten in New York-—O’Ferrall Car- 
ries Virginia for the Democrats and 
the Populists Are Victorious in Ne- 
braska. 


Yesterday’s elections resulted in sweeping 
Republican victories in New York, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, Ohio, Iowa and South 
Dakota. The Democrats elected their candi- 
dates in Virginia, Maryland and Kentucky. 
While the Populists have won in Nebraska, 
they appear from the returns to have lost 
ground in Kansas, where the county elections 
have been carried by the Republicans. 

Wm. McKinley, for Governor, defeats L. T. 
Nealin Ohio by an estimated plurality of 
67,000. F. D. Jackson, for Governor n Iowa, 
defeats Horace Boies by a plurality of 26,000. 
In Massachusetts, F. T. Greenhalge, Repub- 
lican candidate for’ Governor, is 
victor over John E. Russell dy 
80,000 plurality. O' Ferrall, Democrat, in 
Virginia wins over Cocke (Pop.) by 20,000 to 
80,000 plurality. In New York,while a Treas- 
urer, Attorney-General, Secretary of State 
and State Engineer were voted for, the chief 
contest was for Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals. E. T. Bartlett (Rep.) and I. H. May- 
nard were the candidates for the Judgeship. 
The entire State ticket was elected by a 
plurality of 30,000, though Bartlett’s vote is 
much larger than that of any other Re publi- 
can candidate.

OFFICER LYONS’ TRIAL.. 


Poer Case Against the Pelicemaesn for 
Killing Patrick Maloney. 

The preliminary hearing of ex- Police Officer 
John Lyonson a charge of murder in the 
second degree for shooting and killing Pat- 
rick Maloney at Thirteenth and Pine streets 
on Aug. 81 last, took place in the 
Court of Criminal Correction to-day. 
The hearing was a very tame 
affair. Judge Claiborne reserved his decision 
until to-morrow morning. He stated from 
the bench, however, when the testimony 
was in that the case looked to him like a case 
of self defense. There were only five 
witnesses examined; four for the 
prosecution and one for the 
Gefense. The four witnesses for the State 
were Joseph Denari, saloon-Keeper, ©. 
Henry, a cabman, T. Williams and Belle 
Simons, a woman ofthe town. They all told 
the same story, which was to the 
effect that Maloney was creating a 
disturbance, and that the officer approached 
him and told bim to keep quiet, at the same 
time showing his star. Melone replied that 
he dia not care for the officer, and struck 
Lyons with his fist in the face, 
knockin him down. Lyons arose and 
grappled with Maloney, who again struck 
Lyons, this time in the stomach. Malone 
then made a motion of his hand towards h 
hip pocket, when Lyons fired. No 
testimony was submitted as to Lyons 
having been drinking, though the 
police claimed that before the trial of ; 
case that they were in possession of testi. 
mony showing that Lyons had been drinking 
in the saloons of the neighborhood, and with 
women who lived in the district, for 
some hours before the shooting. 8 
State closed the case with the testimony of 
the above four witnesses and a transcript of 
Lyons’ testimony before the Coroner at the 
inquest on the body of Maloney. 
Schrall, a cabman, was the only 
witness placed on the stand 
by the defense, though there were a large 
number subpoenaed. Schrall’s testimony 
was substantially the same as that of the 
witnesses for the State. Geo. W. Anderson, 
who represents Lyons in the case, 
rested his case, relying on the witnesses for 
the State to clear hisclient.

The telegraph wires are open for commer- 
cial purposes, but are closed to news, 
especially war news. ; 

Notice of the closing of the banks at an 
unusual hour could be sent from Rio dy wire, 
dut no explanation came. 

It there had been only business reasons 
for shutting the bank doors, if there had 
been a holiday or something of that sort, the 
explanations might have been telegraphed, 

The inevitable inference is that the shells 
from Admiral Mello’s fleet are again raining 
on zil’s capital, paralyzing business. It 
is presumed that the insurgent commander- 
in-chief, aware that war ships are being 
collected to crush him, has determined 
to bring matters to a decisive 
issue at once and crowd Peixoto to 
the wallif he can. Foreign war ships in 
Rio harbor have notified Admiral Mello, it 
has been often said, that he must not train 
his guns upon the city unless Peixoto plants 
batteries there and fires on the fleet from 
within the city’s precincts. Peixoto may have 
given Mello an excuse for bombarding the 
town. He may have presumed onthe per- 
sonal friendship of the commanding officers 
of the foreign warships, strikingly instanced 
in the case of Acting Admiral Stanton, sent 
to Rio to take command of the Mexican 
squadron there. 

THE MAGAZINE EXPLOSION.

Soon—Attitude of Indians. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 8.—The commis .- 
sion headed hy ex-Senator Dawes of Massa- 
chusetts, former Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Indian Committee, willina short time 
receive instructions from the Interior De- 
partment and goto the Indian Territory to 
tal« statehood matters to the five civilized 
tribes.

INTERESTING LAXD CASE. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 8.—Assistant 
Land Commissioner Bowers is considering an 
interesting land case from Loulsiana. About 
the beginning of the war the United States 
granted patents to citizens of Louisiana to 
the amount of 13,000acres, The patents were 
never recorded, The Governor of Louisiana 
during the war granted to the same parties 
the same lands by State patents, assum- 
ing that as Louisiana had one out 
of the Unton it had taken the 
public iands within its borders withit. The 
State patents were recorded and at present 
are the only title by which the lands are 
hela. The lands have been assigned and a 
request is now made to the general land

PUBLIC BUILDINGS APPROPRIATIONS. « 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—There will be no 
appropriations for public buildings by the 
forthcoming Comgress if Chairman Sayers of 
the Appropriations Committee succeeds in 
carrying out his plans, beyond taoat for a new 
government printing- office, the necessity for 
which is clearly recognized from the condi- 
tion of the present structure. It is pro ed 
to provide an appropriation of $150, to 
reconstruct and repair the present bulld- 
ing 80 that it can as 
an office building. The construction of the 
new building will probably be put in charge 
of Gen. Casey, Chſef of Engineers, as such a 
method of construction is considered more 
economical, speedy and better than dy pri- 
vate contract. For the same reason an 
effort will de made to transfer to him the 
charge of the construction of the new city 
Post-office building in this city. 


RUSSIA MAY ADOPT SILVER. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 8.—It is believed 
that Russia is contemplating the step of 
adopting silver as a part of her mcnetary 
system to push her commerce with Persia, 
India and China, which use silver almost ex- 


clusively, and it is surmised that the advance 
of silver in London during the past few days 
is due to this belief. It is said tfat Russia 
will replace he uncovered paper money with 
silver to be used as subsidiary coin. At pres- 
ent there is only 53 r capita of silver in 
Russia, and $500,000,000 Uncovered paper. She 
can easily absorb 3250, 000, 000 of silver.

IT WAS A LANDSLIDE. 


The election yesterday was something 
more than the usual reaction against the 
party in power. It was a protest against 
certain dubious acts for which the Dem- 
ocracy was obliged to shoulder the fe- 
sponsibility. 

In New York the Maynard nomination, 
marking as it did the utmost stretch of 
machine power and insolence, brought 
about not only the defeat of Maynard him- 
self but the loss of the whole ticket, 
the Legislature and ‘the 


including 
constitutional convention. 
proof that the Democratic party cannot, 
any more easily than anindividual, handle 
pitch without being defiled and con- 
demned. Tammany and the corrupt gang 
which has carried things with a high 
hand in Brooklyn went too far.and éx- 
hausted the patience of Democratic voters. 
The Democratic ticket in New York was 
beaten because it deserved to be beaten. 

But the other States all show surprising 
Democratic weakness where there was 
nothing wrong in the ticket. McKinley 
in Ohio has reason to hope that Republi- 
can leaders cannot ignore his magnificent 
majority. 

„That Western man“ is not likely to 
come from Ohio, however, unless the 
aspect of things 1s materially changed 
next year. Nor is he more likely 
be to found in Iowa where Boies 
passed away before the worst and weakest 
candidate whom the Republicans could 
have selected. From other States the re- 
sult was the same—heavy Democratic 
losses, surprising alike to both parties. If 
there is any comfort for the Democratic 
party, the dispatches have not yet re- 
vealed it. 

What did it? 

The usual reaction accounts for much of 
the slump, but there was more than the 
| usual apathy and disgust among the Demo- 
crats. Probably Van Alen contributed to 
Republican success even more efficiently 
than he did last year to the..ther side. The 
people were surprised and shocked to find 
Wanamakerism so potent with the Demo- 
cratic organization. The delay attending 
the repeal of the Sherman law and the 
uncertainty as to the real attitude of the 
party towards the money question created 
dissatisfaction. There is widespread dis- 
content with the sluggisness of an Admin- 
tration which all hoped would be bold and 
aggressive. No attempt has been made to 


concerning trusts and combines. Not 
even a desire to enforce the law has been 
manifested in the Attorney-General’s 
office, where elegant inactivity _ reigns 
instead of the Democratic vigor promised 
and expected. 

Of course the change“ so much talked 
about is a matter of legislation and there 
has been no opportunity yet for legisla- 
tive work except the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. But in administrative matters 
there has been no improvement. Repub- 
lican abuses have been adopted, 
Van Alen takes the place of Wana- 
maker, Olney’s inactivity is substituted 
for Miller’s inefficiency and the civil ser- 
vice, particularly the legal branch of it, is 
still in the hands of the enemy, 

The landslide will be a blessing in dis- 
guise if it suggests to the Demecrnia some 
real Democratic work.

He Ia a Frenchman of Irish Lineage and 
the Son- in- Law of Standard ou Mag- 


nate John 4H. Flagler—Something of 
Bis Plans and His Personal History. 


NEw Tonk, Nov. 8.—To found a colony 
which in time will ripen into an independent 
nation and be reckoned among the mon- 
archies or republics of the worid is the am- 
bition of Baron James A. Harden-Hickey, the 
son-in-law of Standard Ou Millionaire John 
H. Flagier. The Baron is at present the 
guest of his brother-in-law in this city. 
He Is tall and slender, with the manners and 
speech of a man of the world. He ig a 
Frenchman and wears a small blonde mus- 
tache and goatee, He looks even younger 
than he is, and he was Dorn in 1854. He has a 
clear, ruddy complexion, an agreeable smile 
and a bandsome face, He speaks English 
with so slight an accent that one would not 
discover it were he not listening for it, 
He is a very interesting gentieman, aside 
from hie present ambition. 4 citizen of 
France, he comes of one of those Irish fami- 
lies that fled with the Stuarts to France ana 
became Frenchmen, Heisa poet, novelist, 
journalist, duellist, soldier, sailor, He has 
known poverty), and he now knows what it 
means to enjoy great wealth. He has been 
everywhere, and has done almost every- 
thing, and yet his appetite for adventure, 
for hardship, is unsatisfied. The Baron 
has visited China, Japan and India, and in 
the last country became a Buddhist—not an 
esoteric Buddhist, after the manner of the 
Blavatsky. cult, but a believer in the teach - 
ings of Buddha as a wise and pure man, 
with no esoteric nonsense. 

Three years ago, while in New York look- 
ing about with some idea of endeavoring 
toevangelize America into Buddhism, he 
met ana married Miss Anna Flagler. 

The plan for colonization in brief is that 
the Baron proposes to take an uninhabited 
island in the South Atlantic, to people it, to 
found a small but ideal kingdom, and to 
mahe it not the least among the 
nations of the earth.

MOBERLY Mo,, Nov. 8.—A most unfortunate 
wreck occurred here last night, resulting in 
the death of Fireman WIIIl Malone and the in- 
jury of several others. 

As the Wabash 10:45 cannon ball, that runs 
between Chicago and Kansas City, came into 
the west yard limits in tbis city 
last night a half-open switch was struck and 
a horri wreck ensued. The engine was 
comple demolished and Fireman Will 
Malone buried beneath the debris. His body 
was llterally cooked to pieces, besides 
havingone arm broken and three fingers 
burned from the right hand. 

The baggage car was thrown against a 
tool- house, thirty feet from the 
tracks. The house was wrecked into splint- 
ars and the car turned bottom up, but the 
Daggage man came out without a scratch, 

The smoking car followed and was jammed 
into the baggage car and one end and half of 
one side torn out. 

The other cars were more or less injured. 

Engineer Frank Clark was thrown out of 
his cab over the tender and ded on 
one ofthe wrecked cars but asi from an 
injured leg come out whole. 

It is little less than miraculous that no 
others were killed, but the passengers all 
escaped with only slight bruises. 

Malone was taken to the hospital, where 
he died soon after in the most intense agony. 

As to who turned the switch is yet un- 
known.
